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Bush says no decision yet on deepening 
drawdown of U.S. troops in Iraq 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP) — President Bush said Saturday 
he is open to the possibility of slowing or stopping plans to 
bring home more U.S. troops from Iraq, defying domestic 
demands to speed the withdrawals. Updated on war develop- 
ments, Bush said the U.S. presence in Iraq will outlast his pres- 
idency. Bush said any decision about troop levels “needs to be 
based upon success,” but that there was no discussion about 
specific numbers when he was briefed by Gen. David Petraeus, 
the top U.S. commander in Iraq, and Ryan Crocker, the U.S. 
ambassador to Baghdad. 

The president was cheered by news that Iraq’s parliament 
had approved legislation reinstating thousands of former sup- 
porters of Saddam Hussein’s dissolved Baath party to govern- 
ment jobs. Bush had prodded Iraqi leaders for more than a year 
to enact the law. “It’s an important step toward reconciliation,” 
Bush said as he opened talks with Bahrain’s King Hamad bin 
Isa al-Khalifa. “It’s an important sign that the leaders of that 
country understand that they must work together to meet the 
aspirations of the Iraqi people.” 

The first U.S. president to visit Bahrain received a splashy 
welcome. Sword-waving men in flowing robes and headdress- 
es swayed and danced to rhythmic music in a palace courtyard. 
The president and the king were presented with swords and 
flashed them skyward. 


Family of pregnant Marine questions 
handling of case; her remains recovered 


JACKSONVILLE, N.C. — For months after a pregnant 20- 
year-old Marine accused a colleague of rape, her family says, 
she continued to work alongside her attacker and endured 
harassment at Camp Lejeune. In the weeks after she disap- 
peared, they believe, the sheriff’s department was slow to act. 

As authorities recovered Maria Lauterbach’s remains 
Saturday from a fire pit where they suspect Marine Cpl. Cesar 
Armando Laurean burned and buried her body, her family 
asked why authorities didn’t treat her case with greater urgency. 

Naval investigators on Saturday said the pair had been sepa- 
rated on the job, a rape case was progressing and Laurean was 
under a protective order to stay away from Lauterbach. And 
Onslow County Sheriff Ed Brown insisted his department acted 
as best they could on the facts available. 

“As soon as it went suspicious, we contacted the media and 
asked for help,” Brown said. “The case did not produce enough 
evidence, other than she was just missing.” 

On Saturday, her burnt remains, and those of her unborn 
child, were excavated from Laurean’s backyard. 


Iraqi lawmakers agree to bill reinstating 
ex-supporters of Saddam’s Baath party 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s parliament passed a benchmark 
law Saturday allowing lower-ranking former members of 
Saddam Hussein’s Baath party to reclaim government jobs, the 
first major piece of U.S.-backed legislation it has adopted. 

Traveling in Manama, Bahrain, President Bush hailed the 
law as “an important step toward reconciliation.” 

“It’s an important sign that the leaders of that country under- 
stand that they must work together to meet the aspirations of the 
Iraqi people,” he said. 

The seismic piece of legislation had been demanded by the 
United States since November 2006 and represented the first 
legislative payoff for Bush’s decision to deploy 30,000 addi- 
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tional troops to the country to quell violence. 

In announcing the troop buildup more than a year ago, Bush 
said it would provide the Iraqi government “breathing space” to 
begin tackling legislation designed to reconcile Iraq’s Shiite and 
Sunni Arabs as well as Kurds. 


With contests in lowa and NH settled, 
minority voting power takes center stage 


(AP) — With nomination contests in lily-white Iowa and New 
Hampshire settled, minority voting power now moves into the 
spotlight. Historical realities suggest that blacks and Hispanics 
won’t play much of a role in determining the Republican Party 
presidential nominee. But this year’s Democratic primary and 
caucus schedule was designed specifically to give increased 
influence to minorities, particularly Latinos. 

Voters in both groups are energized: Blacks by the early suc- 
cesses of Illinois Sen. Barack Obama, Latinos by the intense, 
sometimes xenophobic debate over immigration. But it’s far 
from clear how those influences will play off each other. 

Nevada’s caucuses on Jan. 19 will give an early showcase of 
Hispanic voting. However, observers say the true impact of 
Latino influence might not be felt until the general election, 
notably in Western states like Colorado, New Mexico and 
Nevada — places where George Bush’s margin of victory in 
2004 was razor-thin. When South Carolina Democrats hold 
their primary on Jan. 26 — the state GOP contest is Jan. 19 — 
the choices of substantial numbers of black voters will be tal- 
lied for the first time in this election. 


GOP candidates barnstorm Michigan 
before make-or-break Tuesday primary 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (AP) — Mitt Romney and John McCain 
argued about their concern for the auto industry, while Mike 
Huckabee spotlighted his opposition to abortion, as the 
Republican presidential contenders campaigned Saturday 
before Michigan’s potentially make-or-break primary. 

Romney, seeking a rebound in Tuesday’s primary after los- 
ing to Huckabee in the Iowa caucuses and McCain in the New 
Hampshire primary, made an impromptu stop at a General 
Motors plant near here after 200 layoffs were announced last 
week. He pledged to make restoring the domestic auto industry 
— once the linchpin of Michigan’s economy — a top priority if 
elected president. “In some respects, Michigan is like the 
canary in the mine shaft: What Michigan is experiencing, the 
whole nation will experience unless we fix what’s happening in 
Michigan and learn lessons here we can apply across the 
nation,” he said in Traverse City amid a fly-around of the state. 

Romney’s criticism of Washington was a none-too-subtle 
shot at McCain, an Arizona senator who has said that some of 
Michigan’s lost jobs are gone forever. A Detroit News poll 
being released Sunday showed the race a statistical dead heat, 
with McCain at 27 percent and Romney at 26 percent. 
Huckabee was third with 19 percent. 


Repairs to Blackwater convoy vehicles 
could complicate shooting inquiry 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Blackwater Worldwide repaired 
and repainted its trucks immediately after a deadly September 
shooting in Baghdad, making it difficult to determine whether 
enemy gunfire provoked the attack, according to people famil- 
iar with the government’s investigation of the incident. 

Damage to the vehicles in the convoy has been held up by 
Blackwater as proof that its security guards were defending 
themselves against an insurgent ambush when they fired into a 
busy intersection, leaving 17 Iraqi civilians dead. 

U.S. military investigators initially found “no enemy activi- 
ty involved” and the Iraqi government concluded the shootings 
were unprovoked. 


Sale of securities with riskier-than-subprime loans investigated 


“The loans were made to people who did 
not have any documents to verify their income 
or other verification for key requirements nor- 
mally applied to mortgage borrowers,” he said. 
“Many of the lenders made large amounts of 
loans, so that the exception swallowed the rule, 
or became the rule.” 

The loans were sold by subprime lenders to 
Wall Street firms that bundled them with other, 
less risky, loans into securities.

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HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — Authorities in 
New York and Connecticut are investigating 
whether Wall Street banks hid crucial informa- 
tion about high-risk loans bundled into securi- 
ties that were sold to investors, Connecticut’s 
Attorney General said Saturday. 

The investigations, first reported Saturday 
by The New York Times, center around “no 
doc” or “exception” loans, that did not even 
meet subprime standards, Attorney General 
Richard Blumenthal said.

TV program investigates coin possibly shot by Annie Oakley

CODY, Wyo. — A television crew was in 
Cody recently to investigate whether an 1853 
French Napoleon coin may have been shot by 
Annie Oakley. 

The coin belongs to Meadow Merrill, a free- 
lance writer from Bath, Maine, and belonged to 
one of her great uncles who played in Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West Band. 

Merrill traveled to Cody with the crew of 
the PBS show “History Detectives” earlier this 
month to determine if her family legend that 
Oakley shot the coin was true. 

‘Tm a writer,” Merrill said after filming a 
segment for the show. “I love stories and want- 
ed to find out if mine was true, and that’s where 


‘History Detectives’ came in.” 

Merrill’s family traveled to Cody before, 
when she was 10 years old, to research the coin 
but officials then at the Buffalo Bill Historical 
Center weren’t able to confirm the story, she 
said. 

After watching an episode of the PBS pro- 
gram last year, Merrill sent an e-mail through 
the show’s Web site asking if they could help 
her confirm her family story. 

She was contacted by the show’s producers 
in September and told her coin would be the 
subject of an episode. “It’s been a fascinating 
whirlwind,” she said. 

While the producers of the PBS show 
revealed the truth behind the coin to Merrill for 


the show, she said she has been “sworn to 
secrecy” to keep from spoiling the episode. 

The new season of “History Detectives,” 
including the episode filmed in Cody, is sched- 
uled to start airing this summer. 

The story provided an opportunity for 
“History Detectives” to tell the story of Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West Show and Annie Oakley, pro- 
gram host Elyse Luray said. 

“Buffalo Bill and Annie Oakley were two of 
America’s first celebrities,” she said. “This lets 
us tell their story.” 

While telling a compelling story from histo- 
ry is an important a part of “History 
Detectives,” its focus is to teach people to 
research family stories on their own. 


“The Internet only gets you so far,” Luray 
said. “You need to look at primary sources like 
microfilm and archives that you can’t find 
online.” 

It was that need for materials not available 
online that brought the show to Cody and the 
historical center. 

“People who don’t come here don’t realize 
how important the BBHC is,” Luray said. “It 
really is one of the best museums in the coun- 
try.” 
In addition to the resources at the center, the 
crew also spoke with Northwest College music 
professor Mike Masterson, who has researched 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Band and re-recorded 
much of the music the band performed.

OARD ORDERS CONTROVERSIAL 
BUILDING LAW DROPPED FROM BOOKS. 
Violations of county building codes should no 
longer be considered criminal infractions, county 
supervisors decided following a state appellate 

court ruling on petitions filed against the ordinance. 

The board ordered County Counsel John Drummond 
Tuesday to drop the ordinance from the books rather than 
put the matter to a county-wide referendum. 

The First District Court of Appeals ordered one of either 
courses of action in a decision issued Jan. 4. 

The appellate ruling closes a stormy chapter in the history 
of the county’s building code wars, but has little bearing on 
present enforcement practices, as the county’s Land Use 
Law Enforcement Unit (LULU) relies primarily on 
misdemeanor procedures. 

Supervisors first passed the infraction ordinance at the 
request of former Building Inspection Chief Roland 
Fellman, who felt he had no clout with the owner-builders 
he regulated. “He needed a procedure he could get into 
court,” one county official recalled. 

Despite stiff opposition, Fellman prevailed and the board 
passed the law in 1980. 

The decision was challenged almost immediately, with 
owner-builders and their allies gathering 2,600 signatures 
demanding that the matter be put to referendum on the Nov. 
1980 ballot. 

Supervisors ignored the petitions, however, and let the 
ordinance stand. Meanwhile, boardmembers agreed to an 
out-of-court settlement with the Committee for Sane and 
Equal Enforcement of our Land Use Laws (SANE). 

The settlement set new enforcement policy by 
establishing LULU and requiring that it be funded with at 
least $100,000 a year. Fellman’s criminal prosecution plan 
fell by the wayside. 

But opponents continued to work against the ordinance. 
A challenge in Superior Court failed, and the decision was 
appealed. The final ruling reversed the lower court decision, 
and required that the ordinance either be dropped or put to 
the voters.

SACRAMENTO 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
stormed into office during 
California’s last budget crisis, 
promising to “end the crazy 
deficit spending” so the state 
would never go over the 
financial cliff again. 


But four years later, 
California is back in the same 
spot. 


The cooling economy has 
opened up a projected $14.5 
billion deficit over the next 18 
months, and the governor pro- 
posed this week to cut school 
spending, release 22,000 pris- 
oners early and shut dozens of 
state parks. 

The irony is rich: He is fac- 
ing a repeat of the financial 
crisis that undid Democratic 
Gov. Gray Davis, the man 
Schwarzenegger ousted in a 
turbulent recall election. 

“It is poetic justice,” said 
Garry South, a former Davis 
adviser, remembering 
Schwarzenegger’s taunts in

the 2003 election. “All the 
hullaballoo he made during 
the recall, putting up ads say- 
ing he would cut up the state’s 
credit cards and stop this 
crazy deficit spending — and 
he ultimately didn’t do either 


Far from solving 
California’s systemic budget 
problems, Schwarzenegger 


has taken several actions that 
have made them worse. Just 


like Davis, Schwarzenegger 
cut taxes but not spending, 
which has risen 30 percent 
since he took office. That 
ensured that when tax revenue 
tapered off, the budget gap 
would reappear. 

The latest crisis came on so 
fast that California is in dan- 
ger of running out of cash this 
year. Schwarzenegger has 
ordered more borrowing — 
the sale of $3.3 billion in 
bonds — to make sure the 
state can pay its bills. 

The out-of-whack budget 
forced the governor to scrap 
an ambitious plan to overhaul 
education, easily the biggest 
part of the budget, saying, 
“This is not the year to talk 
about money.” California 
ranks 43rd in the nation in 
spending per pupil. 

The deficit also threatens to 
undermine the compromise on 
health care he reached last 
year with Democrats, a $14 
billion plan that needs legisla- 
tive and voter approval. The 
grim financial picture might

make it harder to persuade 
voters and lawmakers to give 
their assent. 

Schwarzenegger has tried 
his hand at reforming the bud- 
geting process — at first gin- 
gerly, then with a campaign 
that incited such ferocious 
pushback it nearly ended his 
political career. 

Shortly after he was elect- 
ed, the Republican asked the 
Legislature to adopt a spend- 
ing cap, but the Democrats 
who control both chambers 
refused. Lawmakers eventual- 
ly agreed to put a weak spend- 
ing limit on the ballot, along 
with a $15 billion bond issue 
to bail out the state. Both 
passed. 

In the ballot pamphlet,

Clearly not believing his 


Showdown looms over secure driver’s licenses

WASHINGTON 
Millions of air travelers may 
find going through airport secu- 
rity much more complicated 
this spring, as the Bush admin- 
istration heads toward a show- 
down with state governments 
over post-Sept. 11 rules for new 
driver’s licenses. 

By May, the dispute could 
leave millions of people unable 
to use their licenses to board 
planes, but privacy advocates 
called that a hollow threat by 
federal officials. 

Homeland Security 
Secretary Michael Chertoff, 
who was unveiling final details 
of the REAL ID Act’s rules on 
Friday, said that if states want 
their licenses to remain valid for 
air travel after May 2008, those 
states must seek a waiver indi- 
cating they want more time to 
comply with the legislation. 

The deadline is an effort to 
get states to begin phasing in 
the REAL ID program. Citizens 
born after Dec. 1, 1964, would 
have six years to get a new 
license; older Americans would 
have until 2017. 

Chertoff said that for any 
state which doesn’t seek such a 
waiver by May, residents of that 
state will have to use a passport 
or certain types of federal bor- 
der-crossing cards if they want 
to avoid a vigorous secondary 
screening at airport security. 

“The last thing I want to do 
is punish citizens of a state who 
would love to have a REAL ID 
license but can’t get one,” 
Chertoff said. “But in the end, 
the rule is the rule as passed by 
Congress.” 

The plan’s chief critic, the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, called Chertoff’s dead- 
line a bluff — and urged state 
governments to call him on it. 

“Are they really prepared to 
shut those airports down? 
Which is what effectively 
would happen if the residents of 
those states are going to have to 
go through secondary scrutiny,” 
said Barry Steinhardt, director 
of the ACLU’s technology and 
liberty program. “This is a scare 
tactic.” 

So far, 17 states have passed 
legislation or resolutions 
objecting to the REAL ID Act’s 
provisions, many due to con- 
cerns it will cost them too much 
to comply. The 17, according to 
the ACLU, are Arkansas, 


Colorado, Georgia, Hawaii, 
Idaho, Illinois, Maine, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Washington. 

Maine officials said Friday 
they were unsure if their own 
state law even allows them to 
ask for a waiver. 

“Tt certainly seems to be an 
effort by the federal govern- 
ment to create compliance with 
REAL ID whether states have 
an interest in doing so or not,” 
said Don Cookson, spokesman 
for the Maine secretary of 
state’s office. 

The Sept. 11 attacks were the 
main motivation for the 
changes: The hijacker-pilot 
who flew into the Pentagon, 
Hani Hanjour, had four driver’s 
licenses and ID cards from 
three states. 

The Homeland Security 
Department and other officials 
say the only way to ensure an 
ID is safe is to check it against 
secure government data; critics 
such as the ACLU say that cre- 
ates a system that is more likely 
to be infiltrated and have its 
personal data pilfered. 

Congress passed the REAL 
ID law in 2005, but the effort 
has been delayed by opposition 
from states worried about the 
cost and civil libertarians upset 
about what they believe are 
invasions of privacy. A key 
deadline would come in 2011, 
when federal authorities hope 
all states will be in compliance. 

To make the plan more 
appealing to cost-conscious 
states, federal authorities drasti- 
cally reduced the expected cost 
from $14.6 billion to $3.9 bil- 
lion, a 73 percent decline, said 
Homeland Security officials 
familiar with the plan. 

By 2014, anyone seeking to 
board an airplane or enter a fed- 
eral building would have to pre- 
sent a REAL ID-compliant 
card, with the notable exception 
of those older than 50, 
Homeland Security officials 
said. 

The over-50 exemption was 
created to give states more time 
to get everyone new licenses, 
and officials say the risk of 
someone in that age group 
being a terrorist, illegal immi- 
grant or con artist is much less. 
By 2017, even those over 50 
must have a REAL ID-compli-

Among other details of the 
REAL ID plan: 

—The traditional driver’s 
license photograph would be 
taken at the beginning of the 
application instead of the end so 
that if someone is rejected for 
failure to prove identity and cit- 
izenship, the applicant’s photo 
would be kept on file and 
checked if that person tried to 
con the system again. 

—tThe cards will have three 
layers of security measures but 
will not contain microchips as 
some had expected. States will 


be able to choose from a menu 
which security measures they 
will put in their cards. 

—After Social Security and 
immigration status checks 
become nationwide practice, 
officials plan to move on to 
more expansive security 
checks. State DMV offices 
would be required to verify 
birth certificates; check with 
other states to ensure an appli- 
cant doesn’t have more than 
one license; and check with the 
State Department to verify 
applicants who use passports to 
get a driver’s license.

Cell phones 
dangerous for kids? 


To the Editor: 

If you are considering getting a cell 
phone as a gift for your child, consider 
this: Dr. George Carlo, former scientist for 
the telecom industry, reports that the wire- 
less industry has targeted children as a 
growth market and are succeeding in 
increasing cell phone usage among chil- 
dren and teens. Dr. Carlos’ research indi- 
cated that the cell phone radiation impacts 
the ability of DNA to repair itself, leaving 
us more susceptible to cancer. Studies 
show that after six years of constant cell 
phone use, there is a significant increase of 
tumors in the inner ear. This research was 
presented via the media on “60 Minutes.” 

Special concern for children followed 
from the research. Studies showed that 
radiation penetrates deeper into the heads 
of children and teens, resulting in more 
exposure from radio wave activity. The 
type of genetic damage that was found is 
more likely to occur in the growing brain 
tissue of children. A recent study of a 
research institute in Marbella, Spain, found 
that a single cell phone call of only two 
minutes can alter the electrical activity of a 
child’s brain for up to one hour. Microwave 
radiation of this sort has been shown to 
penetrate the blood-brain barrier. Dr. 
Gerard Hyland from the U.K. indicated 
that this could lead to learning disabilities, 
memory loss, and aggressive behavior in 
the classroom. 

Some research has also indicated that 
cell phones have an addictive quality, you 
might agree while watching our teens 
around town. Dr. Carlo believes that all of 
this electrical exposure is equivalent to 
child abuse, yet many parents believe their 
kids might be at risk without a cell. It is 
wise then to also evaluate the secondary 
radiation encountered when carrying a cell 
phone on the person when it is left on to 
receive calls. 

Although the wireless industry claims 
that its technology is totally safe, no thor- 
ough safety testing was ever conducted, 
and this is the first generation that has put 
relatively high-powered transmitters 
against their skulls day after day.

My law firm represents DDR. I am 
biased, but I do hope that DDR’s pro- 
posed project at the former Masonite site 
will be analyzed on the basis of objec- 
tive facts and actual dollars and cents 
rather than on the basis of the project 
opponents’ speculative economic argu- 
ments. 

Construction of the DDR project will 
result in more than $100,000,000 being 
sunk into the ground on and around the 
site. Construction workers and suppliers 
will benefit, North State Street will be 
modernized and government property 
tax revenues will increase. The finished 
project will create more than 700 perma- 
nent jobs for workers of all ages and 
skill levels. The demand for labor will 
exceed the supply, and wages will rise. 

Opponents argue, as they have in the 
past, that big retailers will damage local 
merchants. Presently, however, Ukiah is 
home to Wal-Mart, JC Penney, 
Mervyn’s, Friedman’s, Food Maxx, Big 
5, Ross, Home Depot, Rite-Aid, Staples, 
Michael’s, Les Schwab and Walgreen’s, 
and local merchants still continue to 
compete successfully. There is no proof 
that Target and/or Costco would damage 
local merchants any more than the prior 
stores did. Consumers always benefit 
from increased competition and choices. 

Local consumers will also benefit 
from not having to drive to and from 
Santa Rosa or beyond several times a 
year. The savings in time, gas and wear 
and tear alone (at least $100 per trip) 
will save local consumers many millions 
of dollars a year. One study concluded 
that locals spend more than 
$169,000,000 each year on retail items 
outside of this valley. If that money is 
spent in Ukiah, our underfunded local 
governments will experience dramatic 
increases in sales tax revenue. 
Consumers from the coast, Lakeport, 
Humboldt and elsewhere will come to 
Ukiah, increasing the pool of consumers 
shopping and eating in Ukiah.

On Saturday, Jan. 19, the City of Fort 
Bragg and Mendocino County are host- 
ing a day-long forum on Wave Energy. 
The Forum will be held from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. at the Dana Gray Elementary School 
at 1197 Chestnut Street in Fort Bragg. I 
encourage the public to attend this free 
event. 

Last February, PG&E filed applica- 
tions with the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) for Wave Energy 
Pilot Projects off of the coast of Fort 
Bragg and Humboldt Bay. Wave energy 
technology is still at a very early stage of 
development with only a handful of 
devices currently deployed worldwide. 
Wave energy technology developers and 
electric utilities are anxious to put 
devices in the water for research purpos- 
es. In Oregon and Washington, a number 
of wave energy applications have been 
filed and the public process is further 
along than here in Mendocino County. In 
our community, people have responded 
with a mix of curiosity about the nascent 
renewable energy source and concerns 
about the potential impacts on marine 
resources, the fishing industry, and our 
spectacular coastline. 

The public dialogue is just beginning. 
The Jan 19 Wave Energy Forum is 
intended to provide information to help 
enlighten that dialogue. The forum will 
consist of four moderated “panel discus- 
sions” with opportunities for the public to 
ask questions of the panelists. The first 
panel will have two wave energy technol-

rest of the state and nation suffers 
through a housing slump and credit 
crunch, Ukiah’s economy will be grow- 
ing and creating new jobs in a variety of 
sectors.

On 
the other hand, every dollar in wages 
earned by the 700 people employed at 
DDR’s project will be a net gain for our 
local economy. 

During the Smart Growth Coalition’s

ago, Portland was held up as a model for 
successful “smart growth.” 
Environmentalists and the government

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Lawsuits filed by prisoners can be the 
source of some of the most bizarre litigation in 
the federal courts. But Charles Jay Wolff’s 
lawsuit started out far more conventionally 
(except, perhaps, for his atrocious handwrit- 
ing). 

Back in August, 2006, Wolff filed an appli- 
cation with the federal district court in New 
Hampshire asking to sue three of his jailers for 
allegedly denying him a kosher diet. Yes -- 
among other great things about America, land- 
ing in jail for committing a crime doesn’t pre- 
clude having the religious diet of one’s choice. 
(In fact, back in 2000, in one of the stranger 
partnerships in Congress, liberal Sen. Edward 
Kennedy and conservative Sen. Orrin Hatch 
got together and sponsored a special statute 
called [deep breath] the “Religious Land Use 
and Institutionalized Persons Act,” now 
referred to as “RLUIPA.” Part of this law pro- 
hibits the government from imposing a “sub- 
stantial burden on the religious exercise of a 
prisoner” unless the government has a really 
good reason.) 

The case was assigned to Magistrate Judge 
James Muirhead. A magistrate judge in the fed- 
eral system is a judicial officer appointed by 
the regular federal judges to help out with 
some of the less desirable tasks of the federal

judiciary. 

In Wolff’s case, he claimed that his jailers in 
New Hampshire originally provided him with a 
kosher diet but later rescinded this when they 
caught him eating supposedly non-kosher ice 
cream. Wolff denied this, however, claiming 
that it was indeed kosher ice cream, as sub- 
stantiated by a prison chaplain and a rabbi. 

Wolff’s lawsuit went along as such things 
normally do. In other words, after Judge 
Muirhead dismissed part of his suit and 
allowed part of it to proceed, the New 
Hampshire officials filed a formal response 
and the case dragged on, slowly, thereafter. 

And then in September, 2007 Wolff filed a 
motion asking that the prison officials be held 
in contempt of court for failing to comply with 
an earlier order in the case. And along with his 
paperwork, for reasons not explained (or at 
least not clear from Wolff’s very-difficult-to- 
read motion) was a hard boiled egg. 


The federal court clerk’s office duly accept- 
ed the egg as an “exhibit,” but the clerk’s office 
also referred this ... unusual item to Judge 
Muirhead. And Muirhead, who probably has 
had too many prisoner’s cases to deal with 
(even in a small state like New Hampshire) 
responded with an order he filed the next day. 
The order begins, “Plaintiff has filed a hard 
boiled egg as part of his preliminary injunction 
request.” And then, under the heading 
“Discussion,” he “ruled” as follows: 

No fan I am 

Of the egg at hand. 

Just like no ham 

On the kosher plan. 

This egg will rot 

I kid you not. 

And stink it can 

This egg at hand. 

There will be no eggs at court 

To prove a clog in your aort. 

There will be no eggs accepted. 

Objections all will be rejected. 

From this day forth 

This court will ban 

hard-boiled eggs of any brand. 

And if you should not understand 

The meaning of the ban at hand 

Then you should contact either Dan,

Well -- Ogden Nash may have once tried to 
thyme “petunia” with “Pennsylvunia,” but 
Muirhead likely owes Dr. Seuss more than an 
apology for putting “court” together with 
“aort.” Wolff’s case continues to limp along. 
Muirhead later denied Wolff’s contempt 
request, finding that the prison officials had 
taken adequate measures to provide Wolff with 
a kosher diet despite his claims. Wolff has filed 
an appeal. And this time, he didn’t include an 


egg.

Chargers hoping recent trend in AFC works 
to their advantage against Colts

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — San 
Diego likes the AFC’s new champi- 
onship model. At least this year. 

It watched Pittsburgh squander the 
AFC’s No. 1 seed in 2004, only to win 
a Super Bowl title the next year, and 
the 2005 Indianapolis Colts blow the 
No. 1 seed only to rebound with their 
own Super Bow! title last year. 

Now it’s San Diego’s turn. 

Written off after a sluggish start, a 
coaching change and a deflating home 
loss in last year’s divisional round, the 
Chargers — last year’s top AFC team 
— have themselves in position to con- 
tinue that trend if they can dethrone 
the defending Super Bowl champs on 
Sunday. 

“I think subconsciously we know 
teams have gotten there from this posi- 
tion, and that helps,’ coach Norv 
Turner said. “But we’re playing one of 
the two best teams in football, so what 
we’ve got to do is play our best.” 

For the Chargers (12-5), this season 
has been defined by one motto: Win in 
the playoffs. 


Everything they did, from firing 
Marty Schottenheimer to hiring 
Turner, from building momentum over 
the second half of the season to forget- 
ting about past postseason failures was 
intended to change their playoff histo- 


So far, so good. 

San Diego finally ended its 13-year 
playoff drought last week by beating 
Tennessee, a win it needed every bit as 
much for a confidence boost as it did 
to advance. 

Yet the tougher task still lies ahead. 

The Chargers face a Colts squad 
that hopes to get eight-time Pro Bowl 
receiver Marvin Harrison back in the 
lineup, is coming off a week in which 
safety Bob Sanders was named the 
NFL defensive player of the year, and 
wants to close out the RCA Dome era 
with another playoff win. 

And that’s not even looking ahead 
to next week’s championship game at 
still-perfect New England, a 31-20 
winner over Jacksonville on Saturday. 

“In my mind a lot of teams do that 
(have playoff failures)’ 2006 MVP 


LaDainian Tomlinson said. “A lot of 
teams have to go through a lot of fail- 
ures and disappointments before they 
get over the hump.” 

Perhaps no team understands the 
Chargers’ plight better than the Colts 
(13-3), who were criticized for years 
because they couldn’t win in the play- 
offs then were criticized when they did 
win for failing to reach the Super 
Bowl. 

The most disheartening moment 
came in 2005 when the Colts watched 
their seemingly perfect setup vanish 
the moment Mike Vanderjagt’s field 
goal in the final minute against 
Pittsburgh sailed wide right. 

Coach Tony Dungy used that loss to 
keep his players motivated for making 
another run, much the same way the 
Chargers used last year’s defeat to 
New England. 

“I think you do get a certain kind of 
resolve when you don’t finish the year 
the way you want to,” Dungy said. 
“But every year is different, every 
team is different, every group of guys 
is different.” 


Like the ’05 Steelers, the Chargers 
find themselves in the underdog role 
against a team they have been success- 
ful against. 

They’ve won the last two games in 
the series, used that 3-4 defense to 
relentlessly harass two-time league 
MVP Peyton Manning and have held 
him to the lowest quarterback rating 
(71.3) of any defense he’s played more 
than once. 

San Diego also leads the league in 
takeaways (48), has the league rushing 
champ in Tomlinson and has won 
seven straight. That’s a good start for a 
recovery. 

“Everything’s got to be firing right, 
we just can’t be good on one side of 
the ball,” defensive end Luis Castillo 
said. “This is too good a team. They’ re 
the world champions for a reason. ... 
We feel good, we feel confident.” 

The biggest question for San Diego 
is how quarterback Philip Rivers 
responds on the road. He’s thrown 11 
touchdowns and four interceptions 
during the winning streak, but has yet

Ellis makes first 11 shots as Warriors beat Grizzlies 


OAKLAND — Monta 
Ellis heeded advice from his 
coach and it led to one of his 
more memorable perfor- 
mances. 

Ellis made his first 11 shots 
— most mid-range jumpers — 
and scored 27 points as the 
Golden State Warriors beat the 
Memphis Grizzlies for the 
fifth straight time, 116-104 on 
Friday night. 

“Coach thought instead of 
going to the basket all the time 
I should get the floater going,” 
Ellis said. “It was dropping 
from the beginning. I had to 
stay focused and keep going at 
it, get everybody involved, 
keep the pressure on.” 

Baron Davis set a career- 
high with 19 assists and 
scored 20 points as the 
Warriors won for the 10th 
time in their past 13 home 
games. Stephen Jackson 
added 22 points and Al 
Harrington had 19. 

“They had a tough loss last 
night and we jumped on them 
early,” Warriors coach Don 
Nelson said. “We were com- 
ing off a bad performance and 
I expected the team to come 
back and play. For the most 
part we did. (Davis) was bril- 
liant the whole game. We have 
to single Baron out; 19 assists 
and | turnover.” 

Even Davis seemed 
impressed at his effort, two 
days after scoring four points 
and recording a single assist in 
a loss to the Portland Trail 
Blazers. 

“Damn, I’m impressed. I 
mean, what can I say man?” 
Davis said. “Coach chal- 
lenged me to move that ball 
and I’m trying to make a con- 
scious effort of being more on 
the ball and let Monta play off 
the ball, especially early in the 
game to get him going. I’m 
just want to be more of a pass- 
er, especially on this team.” 

Pau Gasol scored a season- 
high 43 points, one shy of his 
career best, and had 11 
rebounds for the Grizzlies,

Juan Carlos Navarro 
added 20 points and Hakim 
Warrick and Rudy Gay each 
scored 10. 

“We just wished we could 
have done a better job defen- 
sively,” said Gasol, who 
recorded the third highest sin- 
gle-game effort in franchise 
history. “We know they feel 
comfortable here and we defi- 
nitely got in a big hole early.” 

The game was never in 
doubt after the Warriors, who 
led all the way, opened a 20- 
point advantage late in the 
second quarter. 

Gasol and Navarro helped 
keep it close, combining for 
63 points on 25-of-38 shoot- 
ing (.658) and the Grizzlies 
drew within 105-99 with 5 
minutes left. 

“We survived an extraordi- 
nary performance by Gasol,” 
Nelson said. “We didn’t have 
an answer for him. Thank 
goodness our offense was 
clicking, the ball movement 
was good and we had a nice 
cushion.” 

Ellis missed his first shot 
attempt 3 minutes into the 
fourth quarter, a short jumper. 

“When he’s got that in 
between jumper going, he’s 
very difficult to guard.” 

Bobby Jones, signed by the 
Grizzlies on Thursday, made 
his debut with his new team, 
hitting a pair of free throws in 
limited playing time. CJ 
Watson scored six points in 15 
minutes in his Warriors’ home 
debut.

Love had a career-high 27 points and 
grabbed 14 rebounds, while Darren 
Collison added 18 points and the Bruins 
(16-1, 4-0 Pac-10) won their ninth in a 
row and seventh straight over the 
Cougars.

While Jacksonville’s 
defense struggled to stop 
Brady and crew, New 
England’s defense had no 
such problems against the 
Jaguars’ one-two rushing 
punch of Fred Taylor and 
Maurice Jones-Drew. The 
league’s second-most produc- 
tive duo during the regular 
season combined for just 66 
yards. 

It was the Patriots who 
dominated on the ground as 
Laurence Maroney rushed for 
122 yards, including a l-yard 
touchdown. 

Add Brady’s on-target 
passing to these regular-sea- 
son records — 50 touchdown 
passes by Brady, 23 scoring 
catches by Moss and 589 
points by the team — and 
Jacksonville (12-6) became 
just another team that couldn’t 
stop the Patriots. 

And they’re not done yet. 

“Brady’s been great all 
year,” Jaguars coach Jack Del 
Rio said. “He’s as good as 
they come.” 

Brady completed his first 
16 passes before the next one 
went off the hands of 
Benjamin Watson, who 
caught two others for touch- 
downs. 

The next nine passes found 
their targets before one went 
right through Wes Welker’s 
hands with 6:46 left in the 
game. 

“I thought he managed the 
team well,” coach Bill 
Belichick said. “Of course, he 
threw the ball well.” 

One throw the Patriots did- 
n’t make may have helped the 
Jaguars take a 7-0 lead. David 
Garrard completed an 8-yard 
touchdown pass to Matt Jones 
on their first possession. He 
threw as he was going down 
while in the grasp of Mike 
Vrabel, and his knee might 
have touched the turf before 
he released the pass. 

Belichick pulled the red 
challenge flag from his sock, 
but held on to it.

Garrard directed a 95-yard 
drive after Jones-Drew mis- 
played the kickoff and recov- 
ered at his own 5. With an 
excellent blend of passing and 
running, the Jaguars covered 
those 95 yards in 11 plays — 
never even reaching a third 


down and tied it on 
Garrard’s 6-yard pass to 
Ernest Wilford. 


The Patriots then moved to 
the Jaguars 19, but a chop 
block against guard Stephen 
Neal set them back 15 yards 
and Stephen Gostkowski 
ended up missing a 35-yard 
field goal, leaving the score 
tied at 14 at halftime. 

They came out of the lock- 
er room with trickery on their 
minds. 

On a first-and-goal at the 
Jacksonville 6, Brady put on a 
good acting performance as 
he jumped and raised his 
empty right arm, making it 
appear as if Kevin Faulk had 
taken a direct snap. The quar- 
terback, meanwhile, hid the 
ball in his left hand. 

Then he switched to his 
right hand and found Welker 
at the back of the end zone to 
give the Patriots the lead for 


good, 21-14.

Swimming 
survival class 
unappreciated 


To the Editor: 

My children are signed up 
for the Infant Swimming 
Resource (ISR) classes being 
offered by Krista Raimandi. 
The classes are being held at 
the Redwood Health Club in 
their indoor pool, and I have 
to say that the members of 
this club and of this commu- 
nity should be ashamed of 
their behavior towards this 
instructor. Krista has come up 
here from San Diego to offer 
her services and has been 
harassed daily since her 
arrival here. The classes are 
teaching children how to sur- 
vive if they should fall into a 
body of water. So unlike 
swimming classes, the tech- 
niques are taught to children 
aged 6 months to 6 years. It 
is not a “mommy and me” 
class to get the children com- 
fortable being held in water, 
it is a survival class. It gives 
children the tools they need 
to survive independently if 
they should sustain a fall into 
water. 

In order to teach our chil- 
dren, Krista has had to 
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explain her techniques hourly 
and daily to any and all 
groups sharing the pool area 
and endure glares and com- 
ments from uneducated 
instructors and gym mem- 
bers. This has led to the gym 
offering “body guard” type 
protection from its own mem- 
bers! Members of this gym 
have attacked the parents of 
the children enrolled as well 
as the instructor. It has made 
me ashamed to be a part of 
this community.

The class has been well 
posted all over the gym, 
preparing its members about 
the crying from the children, 
which is normal during 
lessons. When children are 
frustrated, they tend to cry, 
and children get frustrated 
when they are learning a new 
skill. During lessons, the chil- 
dren are lovingly supported, 
continually praised and given 
breaks. The ISR techniques 
are backed by a medical 
board and each day the chil- 
dren’s health is assessed.

February of 2007 at his home 
in Covelo. He had been 
employed by the Mendocino 
County Sheriff’s Office since 
January 1994. At the time of 
his death, White was still 
employed by the MCSO, but 
had not worked as a patrol 
officer since November 2006 
and was in the process of 
leaving the department. 

Eric Gore committed sui- 
cide Jan. 2 of this year at his 
apartment off Waugh Lane. 
Gore began his career at the 
Sheriff’s Office 11 years ago 
as a corrections officer, but 
had once been a patrol deputy 
in Covelo. Two confidential 
sources paint a picture of a 
troubled career. According to 
sources, Gore was originally 
hired as a corrections deputy 
with one DUI on his record. 
He was promoted to patrol 
deputy but had another DUI 
and was sent back to correc- 
tions. When the county need- 
ed resident deputies in 
Covelo, Gore was promoted 
by former Sheriff Tony 
Craver to serve there. Gore 
had recently taken another 
voluntary demotion to correc- 
tions officer. 

The deaths of both men 
have revived rumors of drink- 
ing and other inappropriate 
behavior they may have been 
involved with while serving 
in Covelo. 

The Daily Journal has also 
learned that two other 
deputies have apparently filed 
complaints with the county 
related to their service in 
Covelo. 

Nadel confirmed Deputy 
Jason Cox filed a sexual 
harassment complaint with 
the county which was denied 
and Sgt. Shannon Barney also 
filed a complaint alleging 
defamation of character, 
which was also denied. Both 
men have the option of taking 
the county to court.

“The goal is to prevent 
homicide and suicide,” he 
said. 

Quakenbush said a veteran 
who walks into the Ukiah 
office can see a nurse practi- 
tioner, a doctor, a social work- 
er and a mental health expert 
all in the same day. He said 
this is helpful because some 
veterans have to drive long 
distances from the more rural 
areas of the county to get help. 

In addition, the Ukiah 
office also runs a shuttle to the 
San Francisco office twice a 
day where more services are 
available. 

Mary Oroscoe, director of 
work force and housing ser- 
vices for the North Bay 
Veterans Resource Center, 
said her organization offers 
substance abuse counseling, 
job counseling and housing 
assistance. 

Some newly returned vet- 
erans end up in prison, 
Oroscoe said, mostly as the 
result of drug and alcohol 
abuse problems. 

Although a large number of 
services are offered, 
Quakenbush said one problem 
is convincing veterans to ask 
for help. 

Every discharged veteran 
gets a mental health evalua- 
tion and a lot of information 
about services, Quakenbush 
said, and many will make an 
initial contact and then not 
return. 

“You might have four or 
five no-shows and then they 
come in in crisis,” he said. 

Chief among the mental 
health complaints of veterans 
is post traumatic stress disor- 
der, which sometimes does 
not manifest until months or 
years after the soldier has left 
the military.

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return to civilian life, your 
problems can start to 
increase,” Quakenbush said. 

Oroscoe said she is just 
now starting to see veterans 
from the Gulf War coming 
forward for help, a full 10 
years after the hostilities 
ended. 

Oroscoe said one reason 
veterans don’t come forward 
is because they feel it could 
harm plans for future employ- 
ment. 

“Many want to be in the 
police and Coast Guard,” she 
said. “They do not want the 
diagnosis.” 

Arnette said another reason 
some veterans don’t ask for 
help is pride. 

“Veterans, no matter what 
they are superficially, are very 
proud people and they don’t 
want to admit they need help,” 
he said. 

Arnett said he and other 
Vietnam veterans have been 
functioning as an informal 
network, trying to encourage 
newly returned veterans to 
seek the help they need. 

“We try to use our experi- 
ence to convince these guys to 
get the help they need,” he 
said. 

“We try to show them that 
what they’re going through is 
not insanity, it is a perfectly 
sane reaction to an insane sit- 
uation,” he said.

ing any type of sex offender in 
housing within 2,000 feet of a 
school or park where children 
may congregate. 

A more stringent law, pre- 
vious to Jessica’s Law, limits 
high risk child molesters from 
living within half a mile from 
a school or park. As a practi- 
cal matter, these laws place 
large parts of the community 
off limits -- a good thing as far 
as local communities are con- 
cerned, but difficult for the 
state, which is also concerned 
that paroled sex offenders will 
end up homeless and wander- 
ing at large in their communi- 
ties.

Species of the Month: Oak Mistletoe 


Not only do we humans get to kiss under this exciting plant, but 

an astonishing number of other species rely on it for survival. 

¢ The leaves of mistletoe provide a protein rich food for ring- 
tailed cats, chipmunks, porcupines, deer, and elk. 

e Birds and small mammals burrow into mistletoe for warmth. 

e Bushtits, robins, and kites are known to nest in Oak Mistletoe. 

e The pollen produced by male mistletoe plants is an important 
rainy season food for our native bees and honeybees. 

e In fall and winter the white berries on the female mistletoe 
plants are eaten by many local birds including bluebirds, 
robins, waxwings, crows, ravens, thrashers, grouse, Mourning 
Doves, Band-tailed Pigeons, Varied Thrushes, and Hermit 
Thrushes. The berries are probably the most important source 
of winter food for our beautiful Western Bluebirds. 

e Mistletoe is a “hemi-parasite” that harms trees very slowly and 
should be recognized as a vital part of healthy ecosystems. 

e Pomo Indians had ways of using mistletoe medicinally, though 
in most forms it is poisonous to humans. 

e The tradition of kissing under mistletoe may come from ancient 
Scandinavia, where mistletoe was considered a plant of peace. 
Enemies could declare truce under it, and spouses could kiss 
and make up.

Where do these television writers 
get off?

Who has to 
worry about their Malibu house, 
their Beverly Hills house, their Palm 
Springs house and their Aspen 
house? The writers? I think not.

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Shaking salt and sugar from your diet

It’s no accident that salt and 
sugar permeate the nation’s 
food supply. Both are inex- 
pensive palate pleasers, and 
food manufacturers use them 
liberally to satisfy people’s 
penchant for things salty and 
sweet. According to a recent 
issue of Consumer Reports On 
Health, the average American 
today consumes nearly twice 
the recommended maximum 
of sodium and nearly 460 
nutritionally empty calories of 
added sugar every day. 

Overindulging these partic- 
ular taste buds can have seri- 
ous health consequences. A 
high-sodium diet not only 
increases the risk of high 
blood pressure and subsequent 
heart attack, kidney disease 
and stroke but possibly causes 
osteoporosis and kidney 
stones (by increasing the 
secretion of calcium into the 
urine), stomach cancer (by 
damaging the protective 
mucus membrane) and asthma 
(by making lungs more sus- 
ceptible to irritants). And all 
those sugar calories probably 
contribute to Americans’ 
expanding waistlines.

Unfortunately, consuming less 
sugar and salt isn’t easy. 
Three-quarters of the sodium 
in Americans’ diet comes 
from processed, packaged and 
prepared foods; even products 
that don’t taste salty, such as 
breads and other baked goods, 
often contain large amounts. 
And many apparently nutri- 
tious foods pack far more of 
the sweet stuff than people 
might expect. Still, the editors 
of Consumer Reports On 
Health say that cutting back 
on both is possible. 

e Leaving salt behind. It is 
recommended that most adults 
get no more than 2,300 mil- 
ligrams of sodium a day -- the 
amount, roughly, in one tea- 
spoon of table salt. People 
with a systolic blood pressure 
over 120 millimeters of mer- 
cury (mm/Hg) or a diastolic 
pressure over 80 mm/Hg 
should aim for 1,500 mil- 
ligrams. The editors of CROH 
recommend the following tips 
to reduce sodium intake: 

e Retrain your taste buds. 
Scale back the amount of salt 
used at the table and in cook- 


ing to reduce your exposure to 
the taste. After three months, 
most people no longer miss 
salt, research shows. 

e Check nutrient claims. 
Products labeled “sodium- 
free” contain 5mg of sodium 
or less per serving. A “very 
low” sodium product has 35 
mg or less, and a “low sodi- 

m” item contains 140 mg or 
less. 

e Rinse your food. Running 
water over canned tuna and 
salmon, canned vegetables, 
feta cheese and capers can 
reduce the sodium load by up 
to 30 percent. 

e Swap salt for spices. 
Cook with fresh or dried 
herbs, salt-free seasoning 
blends and acidic flavorings 
like lemon juice and flavored 
vinegars to bring out a food’s 
natural taste. 

e Sugar blues. Some of the 
supposed dietary dangers of 
sugar, such as that it causes 
hyperactivity have been 
debunked. And indulging a 
sweet tooth won’t lead to dia- 
betes; even people who have it 
can safely eat a sugary snack 


if it’s factored into their meal 
plan. However, sugar is guilty 
as charged for nourishing the 
bacteria that cause dental cav- 
ities. And while there’s noth- 
ing inherently fattening about 
sugar, it’s probably not coinci- 
dental that the nation’s ongo- 
ing obesity epidemic has pro- 
gressed in step with its sugar 
consumption: Americans 
today consume 15 percent 
more added sugars than they 
did 25 years or so ago. 

CROH offers the following 
tips for people to subtract 
added sugars from their diets: 

e Choose sweets that con- 
tain some needed nutrients. To 
satisfy a craving for sweets, 
opt for fruit, low-fat chocolate 
milk, lightly sweetened 
whole-grain cereal, or plain 
yogurt flavored with fresh 
fruit. 

e Swap candy for healthy 
snacks. Opt for dry-roasted 
nuts, air-popped popcom or 
baked tortilla chips. 

e Cook creatively. 
Experiment with cardamom, 
cinnamon, coriander, ginger 
and nutmeg, which add sweet- 
ness and flavor. Try substitut- 
ing 100 percent fruit juice for 
honey or other liquid sweeten- 
ers. 


Paying the price to 


Q:I purchased your book, “The Truth 
About Money,” several years ago and 
found it very educational, especially the 
section on municipal bonds. I did, indeed, 
purchase a muni bond and have received 
interest payments every six months. 

However, several months ago, the man 
who sold me the bond called to say that 
he was leaving his brokerage firm for 
employment at a new company and asked 
if I would sign a paper to move my 
investment to his firm. Later, his old 
company billed me $95 for leaving their 
firm. I called the broker, telling him that 
I did not think that I owed the $95, and he 
said that his new company would pay the 
$95, and I assume they did. 

This I do not understand. I worry that 
there may be a custodial fee forthcoming. 

A: There’s nothing to worry about. 
Your experience is common. 
Stockbrokers and financial advisers often 
change firms. When this happens, the 
adviser typically asks his clients to move 
with him; clients typically agree so they 
can continue their relationship with the 
adviser. 

But moving means you’re closing your 
account with the old firm and opening an 
account with the new firm, and the old 
firm is likely to charge fees for closing 
your account. Since you’re doing this at 
your adviser’s request, it’s only fair that 
he pay those fees for you. But he’s not 
legally required to do so, so you should 
always inquire about such fees or charges 
before you agree to move your account. 

Q: I need your advice on a scholarship 
fund idea. I’m from a large family that is 
not financially well-off, but we have a 
number of very young people who, I 
hope, someday, will want to attend col- 
lege. I have several siblings with young 
children, and I’m not sure that these chil- 
dren will have an opportunity to attend 
college without help from loans, family

members or scholarships. 

What I would like to do is start a 
scholarship fund for anyone in the family 
who would like to attend college. I would 
ask other members of the family to con- 
tribute to this fund and keep the fund 
active for as long as we have students 
wanting to go to school. Whatever money 
we put in the fund must be for school 
only, no exceptions -- including illness. 

Can you help me with how to start the 
scholarship fund, the minimum contribu- 
tion, how we would contribute to the 
fund throughout the year, tax informa- 
tion, managing the funds, etc.? Any infor- 
mation will help. If there are other 
options I may want to consider, please let 
me know. 

A: I applaud your sentiment and con- 
gratulate you on your efforts to protect 
and benefit your family so proactively. 
However, establishing a foundation or 
trust account is unwise. 

You’ve noted that your family’s finan- 
cial means are limited. If that is true, it is 
unlikely that you will be able to receive 
enough in contributions to justify the cre- 
ation of the entity you envision. Also, 
serious decisions must be made regarding 
the operations of that fund. Who creates 
it? Who manages it? Who controls it? 
Who decides when and how the money is 
disbursed? How can the younger children 
be assured that the money won’t be 
entirely spent by the older children? 
What if a child doesn’t go to college?

What if a child attends a less-expensive 
college? What if a child dies before col- 
lege? Who’s responsible if the account 
falls in value? What if a donor later 
decides he or she wants or needs his or 
her money back? For these reasons and 
more, the costs of establishing and main- 
taining a foundation or trust for purposes 
of funding a scholarship fund could easi- 
ly be in the many thousands of dollars. 
The people involved will find themselves 
spending massive amounts of time, and 
they could be subject to criticism -- and 
lawsuits -- from disgruntled family mem- 
bers. Therefore, I recommend that you 
first talk about this with your family. See 
if they are as interested in the idea and 
how much money they are willing to con- 
tribute. Unless the desire -- and the dona- 
tions -- are significant, each parent and 
grandparent would be much better off 
contributing to Section 529 college sav- 
ings plans for each child and grandchild. 
These accounts are easy to establish, at 
virtually no cost, and are extremely flex- 
ible, both in terms of required contribu- 
tion amounts and in terms of ability to 
use the funds for any child in the extend- 
ed family. 

Q: I have a debit card. I use it a lot 
because I’m not a big fan of credit cards. 
I have several credit cards but use them 
sparingly and always pay them off in full 
each month. I have been hearing more 
and more about the risks associated with 
a debit card. Which do you recommend? 

A: We prefer that you use a credit card, 
not a debit card. Credit cards offer greater 
protection against theft; you don’t have to 
pay the bill for as much as 28 days, which 
lets you continue earning interest on your 
money in the meantime. Repaying the 
credit-card bill on time each month helps 
to build a good credit history, which can 
make it easier to borrow in the future and 
obtain lower interest rates. 


Time to draw up a new will -- pronto! 


DEAR BRUCE: My father-in-law is 
suffering from Alzheimer’s. As I’m sure 
you can understand, he gets confused at 
times. For the most part, he is capable of 
making decisions and living normally. He 
and his wife (my husband’s mother) have 
a joint ownership of their home, which is 
worth quite a bit of money. I’m con- 
cerned about his children from a previous 
marriage. They are hounding my hus- 
band’s mother about their inheritance. 
She has made all the house payments in 
recent years. What are the kids’ rights? 
Can they force her to sell the home if he 
has left half the house to them in the will? 
Is there any way for them to manipulate 
what the will says? -- Needing Help, via 
e-mail 

DEAR NEEDING: Your husband 
should encourage his mom to see an 
attorney now. As long as your father-in- 
law is legally competent, he should be 
made aware of the fact that his children 
are making large pests of themselves. If 
the home is not already titled appropri- 
ately, it should be titled so that, upon his 
passing, the home belongs to his wife and 
his wife alone. A strong case could be 
made for the fact that she has paid the 
mortgage, taxes, etc.; most important, 
though, the will should be in her care and

custody. If she can’t find it, draw a new 


will, which makes all other wills value- 
less. Have it held by the attorney so that 
he can be responsible for carrying out 
your in-laws’ wishes without regard to 
pressure from his children when he pass- 
es away 

DEAR BRUCE: My daughter is 
being denied an apartment because she is 
getting married. Can a landlord do this? - 
- Reader, via e-mail 

DEAR READER: I don’t know of 
any law that would allow a landlord to 
discriminate against married people. 
There are laws that set minimum ages, 
such as 55 years old and up, in order to be 
a tenant or an owner, but I know of no 
such law that would permit only single 
people. 

Still, who needs a landlord who has to 
be coerced into renting an apartment? 
There should be many apartments in the 
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area, and I would much rather give my 
money to someone who wants that 
money. If, however, you wish to make a 
case of this, call the mayor’s office in 
your community and find out which 
department handles tenants’ rights. I have 
to believe this is blatant discrimination. 

DEAR BRUCE: I have made out a 
will and named my sister and her hus- 
band as executors. Is this correct to put 
one or more person as executor of the 
will? -- Reader, via e-mail 

DEAR READER: It sounds to me as 
if you are drawing your own will, and 
that is a huge mistake. If you make a mis- 
take -- and you may well have in this case 
-- you can invalidate the will, meaning 
you will die intestate. That can be far 
more expensive than hiring an attorney to 
draw a simple will right now. 

You can have more than one executor; 
they are called co-executors. You also 
could include a provision that says if one 
passes away, the other is to be the sole 
executor. On balance, it is foolish to try 
and do this on your own to save a few 
pennies. While it may be a sacrifice to 
have a will properly drawn by an attor- 
ney, you will sleep more comfortably 
knowing it was done correctly.

Use vinegar as 
fabric softener 


DEAR SARA: I’ve heard I can use vinegar in the 
laundry as a fabric softener, but how much and how? 
-- Megareader, via e-mail 

DEAR MEGAREADER: Distilled white vinegar 
can be used as a fabric softener. Simply add approxi- 
mately 3/4 cup to the final rinse cycle. If you have a 
liquid-fabric-softener dispenser feature on your wash- 
er, you can add it there. Some people use a refillable 
fabric-softener/laundry ball and add vinegar instead 
of retail fabric softener. Once the laundry is dry, you 
won’t smell the vinegar on your clothing. You’ll dis- 
cover it also helps keep colors bright, prevents lint, 
aids in odor removal and fights stains. 

DEAR SARA: I know there are many things that 
are cheaper to make than to buy. Is there anything that 
isn’t cheaper to make yourself? -- Early Bird, via e- 
mail 

DEAR EARLY BIRD: I can’t make homemade 
macaroni and cheese for less than it costs boxed in the 
store. I can’t sew my own clothing for less than I can 
buy it secondhand. Although some frugal experts 
claim they can make pizza themselves for less, I 
can’t, for some reason. We can get pretty cheap pizza 
here in the Midwest. That said, I still enjoy making 
homemade pizza sometimes. 

DEAR SARA: Do you buy things at a secondhand 
or thrift store even if you have to alter them to make 
them work, such as hemming or taking in the waist? 
-- Pat, Virginia 

DEAR PAT: I don’t enjoy sewing and sometimes 
don’t have time to make repairs, so it depends. I have 
bought clothes that only need a button sewn on or 
have slight stains. My children are growing so quick- 
ly that it’s not worth buying clothes to which I would 
need to make time-consuming alterations. I have cut 
pants into shorts that don’t require hemming. If I were 
at a fill-a-bag sale, I would consider tossing in quali- 
ty clothing that needs zipper replacement. 

DEAR SARA: What triggers spending for you? I 
wonder if you struggle with spending, too. -- Jennifer, 
Oklahoma 

DEAR JENNIFER: I don’t really struggle with 
spending. Before my frugal days, I used to spend a lot 
on secondhand items for resale. That was difficult to 
stop even after I closed my resale business. I had to 
learn to stay away from garage and estate sales 
because buying had become a habit, and it no longer 
fit my lifestyle. Watching decorating shows on televi- 
sion would also get me twitching to shop, so I simply 
stopped watching them for a while. From time to 
time, I still get cravings for perennials, fresh flowers 
and houseplants. All of these spending triggers were 
habits that stemmed from my job. At one point, 
spending on these items made me money, so it was 
difficult to stop these habits once I changed careers 
and created new goals. 

The turning point for me was when I recognized 
that all the small decisions I made prevented me from 
reaching my goals. Every financial decision either 
puts you closer to your goals or further from them. 
Once you focus on what you really want, it gets easi- 
er to combat spending triggers.
